2) Fuel cells are defined by Connecticut General Statutes §16-1(a)(20) as a Class I Renewable 

Energy source in the state; 

3) The scope of the Council’s review is defined under the Public Utility Environmental 

Standards Act; and 

4) The entire record of Petition 1406, including, but not limited to, the Council’s final decision,
